PROXMIRE ON NUCLEAR STRATEGY. SOME OTHER COMMENTS. 

2. MBFR. NYTIMES GELB SAYS TWO SIDES AT VIENNA HAVE AD- 
VANCED WIDELY DIVERGENT PROPOSALS, MAKING EARLY PROGRESS 
SEEM HIGHLY UNLIKELY. GELB REPORTS DIPLOMATS AND NIXON 
ADMINISTRATION OFFICIALS HAVE DISCLOSED DETAILS OF THE 
PROPOSALS ON BOTH SIDES AND THE REASONING BEHIND THEM IN 
RECENT INTERVIEWS WITH NYTIMES. NATO PROPOSAL, SAYS GELB,

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3. SCHLESINGER. BALTOSUN AP REPORTS SCHLESINGER, TESTIFY- 
ING BEFORE HOUSE ARMED SERVICES COMMITTEE YESTERDAY SAID 
THAT UNLESS LARGE US MILITARY FORCES REMAINS ON DUTY WITHIN 
NATO, THE SOVIET UNION IS LIKELY TO SEEK MILITARY AND POL- 
ITICAL DOMINATION OVER WESTERN EUROPE. SCHLESINGER RE- 
JECTED CATEGORICALLY THE IDEA THAT TRIP WIRE FORCE RE-
